Elected as Owsley 
County Attorney for 
another term by a 2-1 
margin was incumbent 
Henley McIntosh.

elected by 83 votes over 
Mark Edwards.

that doctor? He thanked me 
for what I did.”

prison sentence. In another 
sex abuse case, Moore was 
able to unveil the repeated 
abuse and rape of a juvenile 
that dated back over 10 
years. Through exhaustive 
effort, Moore was able to 
build a case and arrest the 
person responsible for this 
awful crime. The case 
resulted in a 20 year prison 
sentence for the offender. 

In another case, 
Moore’s perseverance and 
attention to detail led to 
multiple arrests resulting 
in the termination of a 
major drug trafficking and 
burglary ring in Bath County 
and multiple year prison 
sentences for the offenders. 
Through a long, thorough 
independent investigation, 
Moore was able to obtain 
a search warrant that led to 
the discovery of numerous 
drugs being sold, as well as 
the major bath salt dealer 
in the community. The 
search also yielded over 
$13,000 in cash and other 
property that has since been 
forfeited to the agency.
